This show was originally produced over 
NBC and was given its first Canadian per 
formance last Sunday. The script, although 
well written, had one flaw. This was the lack 
of distinction between characters. To the radio 
listener, who is unable to turn back, the show 
might have been confusing at the beginning. 
This was somewhat remedied, however, by the 
cast, when it substituted certain words in the 
script to show when they were reading from 
the book, and when they were actually por 
traylng themselves.

During his career as a styler Mr. 
Hiler made numerous trips to Paris 
and other cities in Europe where 
he gave amateur performances and 
made use of bis tmi^ue ability to 
entertain his clients. 

Last year Mr. Hiler retired from 
business and started travelling from 
college to college teaching the 
secrets of the black arts. He has 
totured 37 colleges in the past year 
all over the country and has taught 
the secrets to some 5,240 students.

America's fint book on photo- 
elasticity was published August IS, 
by Dr. Frocht, Associate Professor 
ol Mechanics at Carnegie Tech 

"Photoelasticlty," the tlUe ol the 
book, is the outgrowth of over ten 
years of work. With few exceptions 
it is based entirely on the researches 
carried on by Dr. Frocht and his 
assistants in the Photoelasticlty La- 
boratory. The laboratory and spe 
clal equipment, designed by Dr. 
Frocht, was oiiéned in 1932 for re- 
search and Instruction on this sub 
ject Volume one which on the 
main Is confined to two dimensional 
stresses is complete with the latest 
theoretical methods. The photo 
graphs of Frozen Stress Patterns 
which provide the bone method for 
three dimensional problems are one 
of the many Interesting features of 
the book. 

For years machine designers and 
manufacturers have been faced with 
the fact that .machines designed on 
the basis of simple elementary for 
mulas of nominal stresses have con- 
tinued to fall, even when the de 
signers strictly adhere to the 
speclllcaUons. Research workers 
have lound that these failures are 
not due to the workmanship, but 
are duetto faulty design. By means 
of photodakÙclty these maximum or 
critical stressés can be determined 
more accurately and at smaller cost 
than by any other method. 

To perform a photoelasticlty test 
a small model is made of trans- 
parent plastic. Then the model is 
placed in a polarized beam of light 
which produces a unique pattern 
from which the. stress can be cal 
culated. Most of the photoelastic 
tests have been made with plastic 
transparent models, but Dr. Frocht 
has been working , with solid, steel 
models from which he is able to 
get a stress pattern. 

Dr. Frocht obtained his doctor's 
and bachelor's degrees at' the Uni- 
versity of Michigan while his earlier 
education was, received abroad 
Since 1030, he has been working on 
photoelasticlty. Dr. Frocht ' has 
taught this subject to faculty mem 
hers Irom Yale, Princeton, Cornell, 
and many other institutions as well 
as engineers from various com- 
panies. His volume is used as a text 
book for graduate courses at night
